World History II teacher Mr. Melia talks with Orin Rozenberg 
about the information she is researching about the election. 
With 2016 falling on an election year, many teachers found 
themselves taking a short pause in their curricula to discuss all 
the political excitement. Students were encouraged to watch 


debates and news segments to keep informed on everything 


happening. 
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Simply stated, school is a lot of work. Daily 
homework assignments, long-term projects, 
quizzes, and tests- all of which require a lengthy 
time commitment. However, students usually 
overlook other aspects of academic life. Aspects 
that are a breath of fresh air from the occasional

The Revolution was produced using the web application, eDesign, a Herff Jones proprietary software. The cover 
was created in collaboration with graphic designer Brian Webster at a Herff Jones sponsored cover clinic in the 
spring of 2015. The cover is a special fusion printing process that applies a rich four color printing on a traditional 
matte background material. The endsheets are a Pantone trend lavender color to complement the vivid color palette 
from the cover. 

We used the font family of AHJ Betany throughout the book for our articles, captions, mods and headlines, and 
we used AHJ Arizona as a.complementary script font. 

The color palette was composed of a variety of Pantone trend colors pulled from fashion trends of 2015 and 
intended to be as vivid in print as possible to properly convey technicolor. 

Professional portraits, sports photos, activities photos and school function photos were provided by SmilePro 
Studios of Bedford, MA..Thé majority of candid photos were taken by staff members using The Revolution's Canon 
EOS Rebel T2i and.other digital cameras belonging to various staff members and the school library. All copies for 
The Revolution were written by an editor or a staff member.
